New York bureau of the Telegraph 
Agency of the Union of Soviet Social- 
ist Republics (formerly “Rosta’”) to- 
day received the following cablegram 
from the Moscow offices:

WILL ASK PARLIAMENT. | 
TO SUBSIDIZE OWNERS 
OF MINES $50,000,000

Imposing Phraseology.

Allowed to Pleket. 
~ “We therefore do strictly command 
you, the above named defendants and 
all associations and firms and persons 
assisting you or having knowledge 
hereof, that you absolutely desist and 
refrain ., .” : 

Then follows the “command” to de- 
sist from “unlawful ‘picketing,” which 
the Amalgamated never indulged in: 
“From following or calling upon the 
employes of the complainant, and from 
congregating and from picketing near 
the premises of the complainant, in a 
manner that is intimidating or un- 
lawful, but this does not, however, 
restrain in any way or prevent the 
defendants from maintaining pickets 
or persuading employes of the eom- 
plainant, or from following or calling 
upon employes ,of said complainant, 
or from congregating In a peaceful 
or lawful manner, as provided In the 
act of the state of lilinois, entitled, 
‘An act relating to disputes concern: 
ing terms or conditions of employ- 
ment.” 

The employes are then ordered not 
to picket in such a way as fo obstruct 
the sidewalks, not to call strikebreak- 
‘ers “scbas” or “finks,” not to main- 
tain a boycott, and not to interfere 
with the free use of the streets or 
with the scabs, nor to injure the com- 
pahy’s property. 

The injunction is not considered 
even legal, as it orders the defendants 
not to commit acts which are already 


declarde by law to be illegal.

“The policy of Lewis is shown to be 
bankrupt. His previous betrayals of 
the union, such as the Jacksonville 
three-year agreement, has, as the Pro- 
gressive Miners’ Committee  proph- 
esied, weakened the union fearfully.

In the “Elektrosila” works the dele- 
gates asked how the profits of the un- 
dertaking were divided, and learnt in 
reply that 25 per cent was handed 
over to the state funds, 10 per cent 
went for the betterment of the condi- 
tions of the workers, and the remain- 
ing 65 per cent for the extension of 
production. 

When the delegates were first told 
that apprentices received two months 
holiday, they thought that it must be 
a translation mistake.

In the furniture factory the dele- 
gates declared that the quality of pro-

In the textile factory, the delegates 
discovered that the administrative 
staff, the director etc., had originally 
been taken from amongst the workers 
in the shops. The delegates were sur- 
prised to learn that women’s work 
was paid the same wages as men’s. 
The delegation further visited the dis- 
pensary and the club, etc. of the fac- 
tory. 

Rubber Factory Gets,4-Hour Day 

In the rubber factory “Krasny Trou- 
golnik,” the delegates learnt that in 
consequence of the danger to health 
involved in the production of rubber, 
a six hour day had been introduced 
and a vacation of one monrh for each 
one of the 14,000 workers. 2,000 of 
tie latter were taking their vacation 
at the time of the visit of the delega- 
tion, in health resorts in the country. 
In 1915, wages were 30 Roubles, in 
1925, 35 Roubles, at present the wages 
are already 20 per cent more than be- 
fore the war. 

Printing and Metal Workers Better 

Off Than in Germany 

In the state printing works the dele- 
gates declared that the average wage 
was 25 per cent higher than in Ger- 
many and this quite apart from the 
various privileges etc., provided for 
by Russian law.

With regard to Kindernann, Ditt- 
mar says that the terrorist aims of 
the expedition to Russia were clearly 
dealt with in their first discussion al- 
so. Already then “Wolscht was in- 
troduced to Dittmar as one aware of 
the secret aims of the expedition. The 
witness Fink, at present in Moscow, 
took part in this first discussiOn as 
the advisor of the Berlin O. C. 

“Interested” in Terror 

Kinderman denies now as before 
to have had any terrorist intent, he 
admits however, the order of the 
meetings as given by Dittmar. 
Wolscht declares that he has never 
had any discusion together with Kin- 
dermann and Dittmar. Kindermann 
stresses that he has never interested 
himself in terror, whereupon the pros- 
ecutor reminds him of his letter to 


Djerjinsky, in which he interested 
himself very much in detail in the ter- 
ror. 

Wolscht declares he made the ac- 
quaintance of Kindermann thru the 
member of.the O. C. Fink. To the 
question of the prosecutor, how long 
had the journey to Russia been plan- 
ned, Wolscht answers, a year to 
eighteen months. To the question of 
the prosecutor, what could cause him 
to interrupt his university study for 
so long, Wolscht is obviously embar- 
rassed, cammences to’ stutter and ex- 
plains that he must find a formula- 
tion for the reason. Finally he says 
that material cirumstances had com- 
pelled him to do it. (Amusement. )

The two thousand marks) 


paid by the Berlner Tageblatt rep- 

resented an advance of two months’ 

pay in the spirit of this agreement, 
Admit Forged Letters. 

Dittmar continues and says that at 
the second discussion, in the home of 
’ Professor Thyssen, apart from the dis- 
cussion of the terror plan, a made-up 
letter to the Jakutsk Republic was 
agreed upon describing the “scienti- 
fic work” planned to maintain the 
scientific appearance of the expedi- 
tion. Apart from this, the text of the 
telégrams already mentioned were 
agreed upon. 

Kindermann admits that he received 
the telegram with the pre-arranged 
text, “Congratulations on the birth,” 
he suggests however, that this arose 
from a beer freak of Dittmar. Reply- 
ing to the question of the prosecutor 
who asked him how he could under- 
stand the meaning of the telegram 
without previous agreement about the 


text, Kindermann says that he “made 


up the correct combination himself!” 
(Laughter). 

Now follows the discussion of the 
telegram already mentioned very of- 
ten before-with the name Gruenbaum. 
This telegram is of great significance 
for the whole course of the proceed- 
ings. Both Wolscht and Kindermann 
become mixed in endless contradic- 
tions upon this point. 

Wolscht ‘admits it is true that he 
signed the protocol personally in 
which he recognized the text of this 
telegram and its purpose, he says 
however, that he ca no longer con- 
firm the contents of the protocol him- 
self. To the repeated questions of the 
chairman and the prosecutor in this 
connection he is unable to reply. The 
prosecutor quotes “Hamlet” to the ef- 
fect that there are more things in 
heaven and earth. 

Kindermann’s Sabotage Facts. 

Kindermann (with insolent laugh- 
ter): “Especially in Soviet Russia.”

Kindermann and Wolscht now at- 
tempt by means of endless requests 
to speak and to sabotage the negotia- 
tions.

Rockefeller Generosity 

Hardly a month passes that the Rockefeller family does not 
endow a college or jn some other way get rid of part of their great 
_ Mealth. For these benefactions they are praised by the press and 
\ -by the colleges and churches that benefit from the gifts. Where do 
the Rockefellers get this money? 

We read in the Colorado Labor Advocate, that the officials of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, ‘have announced a 15 per cent 
Wage cut, bringing the scale down to the 1917, level despite the 
fact that the cost of living has soared since that time. Adding 
insult to injury, the company excuses this cut by claiming that the 
workers at one of their mines petitioned for the cut, so that the 
company could compete with other coal operators. But the mine 
where this strange petition is alleged to have comie‘has been closed 
down for some time. f 

The Colorado Fuel and Iron Company is operated on _ the 
“Rockefeller Plan.” The employes are supposed to deal with the 
company thru representatives. No labor union is tolerated. But 
the company is not able to successfully delude, the miners even with 
this fake scheme. Despite the fact that the so-called representa- 
tives of the workers are usually picked company tools, the agents of 
the hypocritical Rockefeller, are not able to make the miners swal- 
low the.excuse of the latest wage slash. 

The employes of the other Rockefeller mines were asked to 
yote on the proposition. They rejected it by an overwhelming 
majority. Employes of some mines not only voted down the pro- 
posed cut but demanded an increase of 20 per cent over the present 
‘scale. 

This shows up the fraud of Rockefeller’s “Industrial Democ- 
racy” in Colorado. The Colorado Labor Advocate asks how long 
are the miners of Colorado going to “stand for the brazen deceit 
of the so-called Rockefeller Plan . It‘does not seem that they 
will be always meek. The Rockefeller Plan has taken them nowhere 
as far as wages is concerned.” 

The slaves of the Rockefellers bought their experience with 
gifts coming from the masters. They should know by now that 
neither Rockefeller or any other capitalist robber will ever concede 
anything to them except thru force. Their power lies in their 
collective strength exercised thru unionism. They must ditch 
company unionism no matter under what fancy name it flaunts its 
rottenness and organize a real union, based upon the class strug- 
glé; a union that will fight for immediate gains and prepare the 
way for the final struggle to get rid of Rockefeller, not only in 
Colorado but thruout the United States.
